1 Town ; but then it muſt not be denyed on the other hand, that before | 
{4 you had your preſent Charter, fadious Men were too predominant, and 
they would have made it their buſineſs to lay you by, the rather becauſe 
you are ſo fitting, which now they havenot power to do. F 

Your burden will be the lighter becauſe of this alteration ; but how- 
ever, notwithſtanding you have a work before you for the year enſuing; 
| for the King does Truſt you with the Governmeat of this Town, which 
' to perform well, isa buſineſs of no ſmall weight and concern. 

Your Underſtanding is indeed con(iderable,and your Integrity great,and 
you know well how to adviſe your ſelf; but yet becauſe it is cuſtomary at 
the entring into this Office, for Men in my place to ſay ſomething upon 
this occaſion, touching your Duty, I will therefore here rell you my 
ſence of it. 

This Town Mr. Mayor Elect is the Nation inlittle, and this Corporati- 

{ ona Modelof the Kingdom; the King has delegated a ſhare of his Autho- 
rity to you; the Town like the Nation, conſiſts not of Men all of one 
temper, but they are of various diſpoſitions ; and as they are different in + 
nature. ſo you muſt diſpoſe your Self towards them in a diverſe manner.

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One ſort of Men thete are among you who have a ſpecious outlide, are 
very formal in the outward exerciſes of Religion, and uſe great Art and 
Cunning tobe thought Pious good Men, and. lovers of their Countrey, 
but they arehollow within, and full of abominable vices. Another ſort 
there are ng.leſs vitious, bur of a quite contrary complexion ; they are 
{ſcandalous in their outſide, looſe 1n their Religion, and boaſting of their 
Debauches ; the one bears malice in mind, and when he has opportunity 
will ſmilein your Face and cut your Throat, the other by a {uddain eru- 
ption of fury will preſently ſtab you; the one would privately cheat and 
couſin you, and the other openly -HeCtor you out of all that you have; the 
one.covers his villanies with Hypocrific and deep difſinulation, and the 
other proclaims them with impudence ; Of theſe rwo kinds were thoſe 
Men, who in the conſequences of Forty one did equally pretend Love and 
Duty to their King and Countrey ; but the one by their wicked ſubtil- 
ty, andthe, other by their looſneſs and wretched negligence did Murger 
the beſt Prince, and ruine the beſt Government that. was then in*the 
whole World, and yet there isa mottal enmity betwixt them, branding: 
one another with the ignominious Natne 'of W H1IG and T 0 RT: 
you may do well to extend the Laws to' the uttermoſt ſtretch againſt 
theſe Men becauſe they are fo vile, afid let then fare alike becauſe they 
are cqually vilanets 7H DS os ve 

There are another .ſort of Men who are commonly called Loya/ 
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Men; they may have their failings at certain: times,” but are very far 


from theſe notorious villanies, or any other habit of Vice; they are ſeat- 
ed as Moral Philoſophers ſay of Virtue, betwixt two extream Vices, 


and not improperly, for Virtue and Loyalty are upon the matter terms 


convertible, . for a virtuous. Man cangot be but Loyal, and a Loyal Man. 
will never be but virtuous. Your Care need be but little 'concerning 
theſe Men, for they break not the Laws, but with a ſteady Mind, alway 
have, and ever will endeavour to ſupport the eſtabliſhed Government 
in Church and State; If you employ them they will make your Go: 
vernment the mote eaſy, and if you encourage them, they will make i 
proſperous and flouriſhing. Es - 
The reſt of the People of all other ſorts, are a mixt multitude; they are 
commonly called the Yulzar,and fometimes the 24067/e; they are like unto 
Fire and Water, good Servants but bad Maſters ; if you keep the Reins 
of Government ſtrait in your hands, in theſe points I have mentioned, 
good uſe may be made of theſe People, but if you be ſlack in the exerciſe 
of your Authority, they may become ungovernable, and like a mighty 
Floud,or dreadful Flame, they will bear down,or conſume all before them. 
You Mr. MAY OR Elect, havealways had a great venerationfor the 
KING, the Royal Family, and the eſtabliſhed Government in Church 
and State, and ſometimes heretofore an opportunity to ſhew it in 
the times of danger; and now you have one again in 'the days of Secu- 
rity and Peace, and withal a Power ; you may therefore do well upon 
it, to diſpoſe all the Town 1n general, as. much as in you lies, to a rea- 
dy Obk2dience to the good Laws of the Land, and particularly to be 
humbiy Grateful tothe KING, who has been ſo bountifully Gracious 
rowards them. es 
Thus have I opened my Thoughts to my very Heart, anddelivered 
fo you faithfully what I think will tend moſt to the good of you and the 
Town ; if it may ftand you in any ſtead in the yearenſuing, or do them 


any good, T ſhall be heartily glad cf it; However, you have all now - 


my Good Will, as you haveever had my Good Wiſhes.
